FROM SAO PAULO! 


Federals Win After 23 
Days’ Siege. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—After twenty-three 
days of almost continuous fighting the 
Brazilian rebel forces early this morn- 


afternoon. Admiral Magruder ordered 
the cruiser Raleigh to leave late to- 
night for Hornafjord, Iceland, where 
it will await the planes, which will 
leave Brough on Wednesday for 
Houghton bay, near Kirkwall in the 
Orkneys, and from there hop off for 
Iceland along a route guarded by the 
destroyers, Reid and Billingsley. From 
Hornafjord the globe girdling Ameri- 
can airmen will fly to Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, where they will find the Rich- 
mond waiting for them. 

From Reykjavik the planes will 
speed to Amagsalik, Greeland, where 
they are expected to arrive on Aug. 4 
or 5. While the Raleigh and two de- 
stroyers guard the way to Amagsalik 
the Richmond will wait at Reykpavik 
until the planes are well started, and 
then the Richmond will dash to Cape 
Farewell, on the southernmost tip of 
Greenland, to aid the flyers. 

Because of an unbreakable barrier of 
a mighty ice pack twelve miles deep, 
the Richmond will be unable to reach 
Greenland’s shores, but the aviators 
will find a welcome, food, and full sup- 
plies from the sturdy Danish steamer 
Gertrude Rask, locked in the ice near 
the beach at Amagsalik. The Rich- 
mond will stand by Cape Farewell until 
the planes leave for Labrador.

ON THE TRAIL FROM MUD TO 
CRAB LAKES. 
RESQUE ISLE LAKE, Wihegar, 
Wis.—A couple of ospreys or 
fishhawks scolded us the 
other morning when e came 
down from Presque Isle to make 
the trip over to Crab lake, which 
in our estimation, is one of the 
most beautiful lakes in northern 
Wisconsin. The ospreys started to 
complain ag soon as we came out upon 
Mud lake and what they didn’t call us 
as we paddied along wasn’t worth 
thinking of. The birds apparently 
have been using Mud lake for a long 
time as we saw no less than five of 
their bulky nests perched in dead 
trees along the lake. 

Just a fifteeen minute walk from 
Mud lake lands you on the shore of 
Crab. This includes time out for the 
guide who will want to rest a minute 
after he negotiates one of the small 
hills that the trail traverses. 

On the way over we saw a “resting 
place” that was just made to order 
for the fellow carrying the canoe, 
| Right next to the trail there is a birch 
tree about 10 inches in diameter. The 
main trunk of this tree splits eight 
or nine feet above the ground and in 
this Y the guide can poke the prow of 
hig canoe, let the other end on the 
ground and presto! the burden is free 
from his shoulders. 


After a rest he can slip his shoul- 
ders into the yoke again.and with little 
effort start off on the trail. That 
birch couldn't be better fitted up as a 
resting spot if it were made to order 
and practically every guide that hits 
the trail to Crab lake eases up to this 
accommodating tree.

They Learn Difficulty in 
Getting on Pay Roll. 


It’s harder this summer to break 
into the line at the pay check win- 


dow than it was to crash the sacred 
barriers of a college sorority, some 
forty American college girls, from all 


in Chicago. 

These college girls came to Chicago 
in June, at the close of school, on the 
invitation of the national board of the 
Young Women's Christian association. 
They were chosen for their records in 
college and because they are all in- 
terested in social welfare. 

Some of the girls are daughters of 
waithy. families, some of them are sup- 
porting themselves, even in college, 
and so know the burdens of respon- 
sibility. Each girl started out to hunt 
a job, just as any unskilled young 
woman, without influence and without 
resources would do if. she found her- 
self alone and without funds in Chi- 


cago. 


They have all found: work, 
some of them were daye In | 
They answered want eds, stood at erm- 
ployment windows and waited in line 
at factory doors. im the early morning. 

The forty girls are living in rooms 
near their work. So they are finding 
how a factory girl lives and plays as 
well.as how she works. ‘, * 

The college women hold conferen 
with Y. W. C, A. officials regularly. 
They give detafled reports of the work- 
ing conditions as they find tham, and 
they are seeing through the eyes of 
college women, who will live by their 
brains, life as viewed by the girls who 
must work all day in close quarters, 
over power chines, for a $12 to $18 
weekly wage. 

One girl is said to be scrubbing 
floors in an office building. Another 
girl obtained, after many days search- 
ing for any kind of a job, a place sort- 
ing soiled clothing.in a cheap laundry. 
She had to eat her lunch on the table 
where she brushed aside the soiled 
clothing to clear a space. She lasted 
on the job one day.
